ow close are we to God? The Spirit of 

God lives within us! The Spirit of God, 

the Creator, whose power knit the 

atoms and set the stars swinging in their orbits; 

the Spirit of God whose life courses through every 

living thing and fills every spot of this world; the 

Spirit of God whose love holds the universe to- 

gether and heals the hurts of all, the Spirit of God 

whose wisdom shaped the rose and designed the 

human heart—this is the Spirit that dwells in you 
and in me! 

Can we plumb the depths of the Spirit of God 
within us? Can we know and understand the close- 
ness, the oneness of our relationship with God? 
Is there a teacher who can teach us, who can 
show us, who can guide us? 

There is such a teacher—a teacher who knows 
the mysteries, the powers, the glories, the depths 
of the Spirit within us. There is a teacher who 
can show us how to understand and use the re- 
sources of courage, strength, will, imagination, 
thought, prayer, wisdom, faith, love, and life 
that are within the depths of our being. There is 
a teacher who can show us how to bring into ex- 
pression the powers within us—a teacher who can 
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show us how to live successfully, how to love 
deeply, how to give freely, how to forgive com- 
pletely, how to heal our bodies, how to prosper 
our affairs, how to establish peace and happiness 
in our lives. There is a teacher who can reveal the 
answer to every problem that perplexes us. 


This teacher is the teaching Spirit of God in 
our own minds and hearts. God, who has given 
us the powers by which we shape and transform 
our worlds, has given us the teacher who is to 
teach us how to use them. Even as we provide 
teachers in our schools to teach our children how 
to live, God has provided a teacher to teach His 
children how to live. 

The teacher is the Spirit, “even the Spirit of 
truth” who “shall teach you all things.” 

The teaching Spirit of God is within us, but 
can come into our lives, into our thoughts and 
feelings only through invitation. No teacher can 
teach anything to a closed and unwilling mind and 
heart. It is only when we are willing to be taught 
of God that His teaching Spirit can reveal the 
truths of our being. It is only when we become as 
little children—teachable, eager, and willing to 
learn—that we grow and unfold in wisdom and 
understanding. It is only when we have agreed to 
set aside our own concepts, not only of evil but 
even of good, and to listen to the voice of our 
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own teaching Spirit that we can learn the reality 
of God and of our own divine nature. 

The greatest affirmation of faith we can ever 
make is simply: “Father, teach me,” for it means 
that we are ready to give up everything we have 
learned in order to accept the teaching of God. 
Faith is always a reaching into God, into the un- 
revealed, beyond anything we know or have. There 
can be no begging when we say, “Father, teach 
me.” These words must be at once our joyous 
recognition of God as our teacher, and the eager 
desire to learn His will, His plan, His purpose 
for our lives. 

The prayer, “Father, teach me,” brings with it 
a release from tension and a new sense of peace, 
strength, and confidence; for through it we open 
our lives to infinite wisdom, power, and love, and 
to the almighty Spirit of God within us. 

Would you know your true identity? Go to a 
quiet place alone, relax, and still your thoughts 
and desires. Whisper joyously, expectantly into 
the secret place within your own heart, ‘Father, 
teach me my true identity now. Who am I? Teach- 
ing Spirit within me, reveal to me who I am. I am 
eager and willing to learn. My mind and heart are 
open. Teach me now. Thank You, Father.” 

Be very still. Out of the infinity within you will 
come the answer, not in words but in the language 
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of God, in feelings, in realizations, in knowledge 
that is too deep, too great, too beautiful for words. 
You will know; you will understand. 

No request is too small; none is too great. 

Do you feel the need of learning how to pray? 
Say simply: “Father, teach me how to pray. I 
would know Your living Spirit within me. I 
would commune with You. I would be conscious 
of You every moment of the day. Teach me how 
to pray, how to open my mind and heart to You, 
how to realize my oneness with You.” 

Your desire to learn how to pray is fulfilled 
now. You have opened your mind and heart to 
the teaching Spirit of God and you are being 
guided in the ways of prayer. 

Would you like to be able to relax? Turn to 
that place of secret communion within your own 
heart and make known your desire: ‘Spirit of 
peace within me, teach me how to relax. Show 
me how to let go of the thoughts that have 
brought tension to my body and nerves. Teach 
me how to relax in Your peace. I am ready to ac- 
cept Your peace now. Thank you, Father.”

The teaching Spirit of 
God will show you how. In the quiet of your com- 
munion with Him, lift your prayer: “Spirit of

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Some Facts about H. Emilie Cady 


and Lessons in Truth 


» R. H. EMILIE CADY was a practicing phy- 





sician as well as a metaphysician. Early 
in her career she saw that her patients’ 
ills were too deep for outer remedies to cure. She 
began treating her patients as spiritual beings, 
helping them find within themselves the source of 
health for mind and body. 

The first of several articles in Unity by Doctor 
Cady appeared in January, 1892. Her articles met 
with the instant approval of Unity readers, many 
of whom requested more of her writings, asking 
especially to have her write a simple course of 
lessons on the principles of divine healing. 

Doctor Cady was at first doubtful about un- 
dertaking the task. Finally she consented. From 
the appearance of the first lesson “Statement of 
Being” (in Unity in October, 1894), these lessons 
met with an extraordinary response. Continued 
demand for extra copies of the magazines in 
which the lessons were printed led Mr. Fillmore 
to have them reprinted in three booklets, four les- 
sons in each booklet. 

Lessons in Truth is now printed and bound in 
one volume, in lots of sixty thousand or more at 
one time. In addition to the vast circulation of this 
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book in English, translations of it in seven foreign 
languages and in Braille have been widely dis- 
tributed. It has undoubtedly influenced the lives 
of millions. 

Since each rereading of the book seems to in- 
duce greater spiritual understanding, hence in- 
creased good, a week is set aside each year for the 
study of this book by all Truth students. Lessons 
in Truth Week is September 10 to 16.

From California: 


I feel so close to you, as though you lived just 
next door. Tonight after putting down an article 
which I've reread several times—Ernest Wilson's 
“More Than Thought’’—I asked myself, what am 
I waiting for? They're my family, after all. I'll 
sit down and write to them, and high time! Get 
set-—and I hope you are in a comfortable chair— 
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because I just feel like talking and I’m apt to go 
on and on. First of all, I want to tell you how I 
stumbled on Unity. Why I lived so many years in 
ignorance of such a beautiful truth I will never 
know. I suppose I just jogged along, taking my 
background for granted and not exercising any 
thinking of my own. I was brought up an Episco- 
palian—sang in the choir, taught in Sunday school, 
and reared my children as I had been reared. My 
father and grandfather were doctors; also, three 
cousins, a niece, and two nephews were graduates 
of Harvard Medical School, and my family estab- 
lished two hospitals in a nearby town. So you can 
see why I was imbued with medicine and really 
scoffed at mental healing. 


Then there came a day, about five years ago, 
when I was stirred with an odd feeling of unrest. 
I wasn't ill, I wasn’t unhappy, but I kept feeling 
I wanted something, something I could not put 
my finger on. It bothered me so much that for al- 
most a week I think I went about my routine tasks 
not paying much attention to what I was doing. 
The telephone rang one evening, and a friend 
asked me to go to the theater. It was a welcome 
invitation, and I thought, “This will snap me out 
of it.” We were joined by a friend of hers who 
was waiting in the lobby for us. This friend was 
reading a small booklet. She didn’t put it away im- 
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mediately, and I noticed its title, Dairy Worp. I 
asked her about it, but she said that she had only 
been given the copy that day by someone who 
thought it would help, and that she couldn’t give 
me much information. With that she dropped it 
into her handbag. 


The next morning, some urge sent me down 
to the village book and magazine shop. I had to 
find out what the DarLy Worn was. The girl who 
waited on me told me it was not on the magazine 
stands, but must be subscribed to. Then she said, 
“I'm so glad you asked me for it, because I am a 
student of Unity and I take it. I always have some 
of my old copies with me, Would you like them ?” 
She disappeared in the back of the shop and re- 
turned with three copies that she said I might 
keep. 

Well, that was the beginning. And I was cer- 
tainly guided when that searching within me be- 
gan. The five years since then have been filled with 
so many revelations that I could not begin to 
enumerate them. A complete healing of an old 
and chronic condition—following surgery of 
twenty years ago—came about in a week’s time. I 
am never ill and I am stronger; I do more physical 
and mental work than I did as a young woman. 


My financial affairs have straightened out beauti- 
fully. 
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When I wanted to buy a smaller house recently 
and dispose of a large one which I no longer 
needed, exactly the right one presented itself— 
just what I had dreamed of—a charming garden 
behind a stone, ivy-covered wall, Old World 
architecture, a big kitchen with shutters at the 
bay window where the sun can shine in. And do 
you know where this house is? Right around the 
corner from the one I built and lived in for twenty 
years! I must have passed it hundreds of times, 
but because it nestled in the trees behind the wall, 
I had never noticed it. Believe me, my eyes are 
wide open today. I look over walls and behind 
trees. I find friends in strangers, warmth in people 
I thought cold, and so much kindness and love 
around me each day that I wonder what I have 
ever done to deserve it all. 


Now, before I put the cork in the ink bottle 
and wind this up, I want to tell you that after fifty 
years, more or less, of floundering about, I know 
that I have landed on my feet right side up, and 
all because of you good people, your teachings, 
your far-reaching friendliness, the confidence you 
inspire, the hope you bring, and the faith you in 
still.
